Most of all it is gaining souls for 
her Son. This is Mary’s work. This 
is the work of every child of the 
Mother of God if they wish the 
Christian family to prosper. 

The second important duty of the 
child of Mary is to honor her. Hon- 
or her as the Wick, who brought 
the Light into the world and to 
carry her in our hearts, in our 
minds, and in our actions.
